After all connections are complete, plug the power cord in the wall 
outlet. "Auto" appears in the panel display. This means that the 
current time is being set automatically (Auto Program) through the 
antenna under connection and also the channel is being set. The 
setup may take a few minutes. When it normally operates, the current 
time is automatically set and displayed in the front panel display. 

You must have the antenna connected to automatically set the clock.

Formatting a Disc 

When you insert a blank disc, you will be asked whether or not you 
want to format or initialize it. Since available functions differ 
depending on the disc type, select a disc that best fits your 
preferences. 

DVD-RAM : Must be 
formatted. 



DVD-RW : When Yes is 
selected, the mode will be 
formatted in VR mode. If 
you want to format in 
Video mode, refer to 
"Formatting a Disc" on 
page 80 of the User's 
manual for more 
information. 




DVD-R : Formatting is unnecessary and only Video
